The central characters are a baker and 
his wife who, in order to break a spell that has rendered them 
J childless, must go “Into the Woods” in search of a list of 
ee uti items required to formulate a potion that will break the spell. 
Their endless search leads them across the paths of a host of characters drawn from 
Rapunzel, Little Red Riding Hood, Jack and the Beanstalk and Cinderella. The large cast that was 
required, allowed Director, Mr. Sweeney, to display the depth and breadth of Ridley's musical and the- 
atrical talent. The view from both sides of the curtain was that Mr. Sweeney once again played 
Rumpelstilskin (not formally included in the libretto) in spinning Ridley's young talent into gold. In 
so doing, he had to contend with the ravages of the flu, which sent Ridleians scurrying home early for 
midterm break, and an upper respiratory ailment that had a least eight cast members croaking with 
laryngitis a mere seven days before the curtain was to rise. 





The talents brought to bear on this latest musical success were not limit- 
ed to the list of actors or to the Director's chair. Ridley musicians, under 
the direction of the talented Mr. Dawson played with professional skill in 
the pit. Mr. Hutton was also a big part of our success, coaching vocals 
over the two terms and playing piano in the orchestra every night. The 
set, skillfully and imaginatively created by Mr. Campbell and constructed 
with Mr. Anderson, would have been a credit to theatres visible from 
Times Square. The lighting lead by Simon Miles ‘06 and sound lead by 
Andrew Maloney ‘06 helped immensely to add just the right atmosphere, 
both under the able and experienced booth direction of our stage man- 
ager, Kristine So ‘06. The fabulous costumes were all similarly essential 
and well-executed components of the successful whole. Without Ms.

Mr. Reimer 
completed the tech crew with his imaginative constructions of Milky White the Cow, a wonderful car- 
riage and a hen that laid golden eggs. Finally, a nod to Ms. Anne Kubu who put together our pro- 
gramme, poster and banner with a beautiful eye for the feel of this magical musical. Without these 
fine people, “the show would have not gone on”.

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EMILY BRADLEY ‘06 
REFLECTS ON HER SUCCESS 
AT THE WORLD INDIVIDUAL 
DEBATING AND PUBLIC 
SPEAKING CHAMPIONSHIPS 


“It's quite simple, public speaking. Say what you 
have to say, and when you come to a sentence with 
a grammatical ending, sit down.” 

-Winston Churchill 


If only it were that easy for the rest of us. 


I don't suppose public speaking, in this day and 
age, is considered a typical teenage interest. But 
then again, very little of what we do at Ridley can 
be labeled “typical.” It was on our campus that I 
first discovered my passion for the spoken word. 
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When I joined the Debate Club in the fall of 2005, 
I saw it as nothing more than an activity credit; an 
hour spent, every Thursday, in moderated dis- 
pute. But the International Championships, host- 
ed at the school last year, encouraged a complete 
change in perspective. Guided by veterans Bill 
MacMillan '05 and Simon Miles '06, I found 
myself representing Ridley in the cross-examina- 
tion debate final, arguing the merits of globaliza- 
tion. When I didn't choke on that topic, I knew I 
probably had a good thing going. 


This past March, I had the privilege of competing 
in the World Individual Public Speaking and 
Debating Championships, hosted by the 
Hotchkiss School. For six days, 70 independent 
school students-from the US, Canada, Cyprus, 
England, Israel, South Korea, South Africa, 
Lithuania, Germany, and Pakistan-gathered on a 
rural Connecticut campus to compete in five 
speaking categories. 


The true performers found their niche in interpre- 
tive reading and after-dinner speaking; both of 
these events were judged based on quality of 
expression, and the appeal of presentation. For 
those of us who like to take sides, parliamentary 
debate and persuasive speaking offered ample 
opportunity for the voicing of opinions. And the 
fifth category, impromptu speaking, was perhaps 
the most difficult of all; after only two minutes of 
preparation time, each competitor was asked to 
deliver a three to five minute speech on the given 
topic, without notes. Definitely not my favourite. 


Each day offered a different round of competi- 
tion, and a wealth of new experiences. For many 
participants, our group trip to New York City was 
considered the highlight of the event; the view 
from the Brooklyn Bridge actually silenced a bus 
full of debaters. Meals were consistently full of 
“firsts,” as we were treated to a wide assortment of 
native New England dishes. And most important- 
ly, the competition exposed each of us to fresh, 
new perspectives. Unlike previous debates, 
Canada's view on bilingual education, or the war 
in Iraq, was not the focal point, but simply one of 
many contesting views. In a regular round, I par- 
ticipated in a debate with a Cypriot, a Brit, anda 
Lithuanian. And at the conclusion of the event, a 
judge gently reminded me that in this forum, I 














couldn't reference a man like Lester B. Pearson with- 
out explaining exactly who he was. How often do we 
view the world from a single, narrowed perspective? 
Above all, these championships forced each of us to 
reconsider our views; to question why we thought 
what we thought. 


The competition drew to a close with a series of finals 
in each category. A speech on the value of self-expres- 
sion-in the context of the Muhammad cartoons-quali- 
fied me for the final round of persuasive speaking. 
From the problems with pharmaceutical advertising to 
the best solution for Afghanistan's heroin addiction, 
the judges heard it all. And ultimately, the winning 
speech was chosen based on strength of argument, 
and quality of proposed solution. 


For the debating finals, twelve competitors were 
selected to compete in three different debates, with a 
pair arguing each side. Our resolution questioned 
whether museums should charge entrance fees; and in 
opposition to this idea, our case centered around the 
status of education as an inherent human right. We 
were able to convince the judges that museums were a 
part of that education, and thus should be universally 
accessible. 


And then there were four. 


In front of a large audience-comprised of competitors, 
coaches, and local citizens looking for some Sunday 
afternoon entertainment- we debated the value of 
morality in today's society. Are virtuous people more 
successful in life? As a member of the opposition, I 
certainly represented the less popular cause; our argu- 
ment centered around the idea that good guys, in fact, 
finish last. Not an easy sell-but ultimately, the burden 
of proof fell to the government, to demonstrate that 
every morally sound person achieves success. 


A year ago, I would have laughed if someone had sug- 
gested that I could win the Worlds for debate. It was 
simply an honour to be there; to follow in the foot- 
steps of two past Ridleians, who also qualified for the 
grand finals in this event. And perhaps most exciting 
of all, three of this year's four top debaters were 
Canadian women. 


Watch out world, here we come.

RIDLEY'S ART COLLECTION 


It has come to the attention of many Ridley 
denizens that the artwork on the walls is on the 
move. The purpose of this rearrangement is to 
audit the school's full collection and re-hang 
prominent works in an effort to improve the 
presentation of the collection and protect the 
works remaining in the collection from further 
damage or loss. The recent hanging of water- 
colours and drawings by John Russell in the cor- 
ridor of the third flat of School House is the first 
instance of this re-hanging, and early reviews are 
very positive. 


Ridley has a good fortune to be endowed with an 
art collection that includes seminal figures in 
Canada's art history. Works by Carl Beam, 
Frederick Varley, John Russell, William Beatty and 
Frederick Simpson Coburn appear in Ridley's 
collection alongside other works by less well 
known artists. One distinctive and impressive 
feature of Ridley's collection is the sizable group 
of paintings and drawings by John Russell, par- 
ticularly the more immediate and gestural water- 
colours and drawings now on display in the third 
flat corridor of School House. Russell was a 
notable painter in his day and this is substantiat- 
ed by the fact that a number of his works were 
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collected (and are still housed) by 
Canada's National Gallery, and further 
evidence of his contemporary promi- 
nence is found in the fact that he was 
commissioned to paint the Honourable 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier - the Canadian Prime 
Minister who bridged the gap between 
two centuries. 


Russell's successful career as an aca- 
demic painter trained in the European 
tradition was, however, eclipsed by the 
advent of modernism as interpreted by 
the artists now known as the Group of 
Seven who ushered in a nationalistic, 
site-specific approach to painting that 
ran against the aesthetic conventions 
that informed Russell's work. The public 
taste for the modernist's more immedi- 
ate, airy approach to painting has endured and it 
shows in the fact that the Russell paintings that 
continue to receive bad reviews at Ridley are 
those painted in the tradition of seventeenth cen- 
tury Dutch still life painting. It appears that the 
distaste arises primarily from the fact that Russell 
appears to have had a weakness for porcelain 
dolls and figurines and these strange objects fea- 
ture prominently in these works. However, it is 
important to note that Russell's significance as a 
Canadian artist of historical significance is not 
rooted in current aesthetic tastes, and is moving 
out from the shadow of the Group of Seven as the 
Canadian Art story acquires the authority of a 
legacy measurable in centuries as opposed to 
decades. 


The Group of Seven period, however, still holds a 
prominent place in Canada's story of artistic and 
cultural development. An impressive feature of 
Ridley's collection is the presence of a large por- 
trait of Dr. Hamilton painted by the Group of 
Seven artist Frederick Varley that hangs in the 
Great Hall. Varley was a distinctive member of the 
Group for both his difficult personality and his 
preference for portraiture as opposed to land- 
scape, the preferred subject of Group painters. In 
a 1959 Acta article, Varley's use of a more mod- 
ern, loose application of paint when creating a 
portrait met with mixed reviews: “As a portrait of 








a Ridley Headmaster, it has produced much con- 
troversy, but as a painting, it is hailed as a true 
work of art.” 


Ridley also owns a large William Beatty, a close 
friend of a number of the Group of Seven artists 
who never made it into their inner circle despite 
having traveled on painting trips to northern 
Ontario with many of the Group artists. The work 
by this artist that is owned by Ridley is a signifi- 
cant example of his peak career output and dis- 
plays the bold approach to composition and 
colour that is indicative of the best work done by 
Group of Seven artists and their contemporaries. 
Landscape had been a key subject for artists 
working in early Canada even before the Group 
of Seven artists acquired prominence, and this 
fact is reflected in Ridley's collection. Frederick 
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ing an initiative aimed at revitalizing the preser- 
vation and display of the school's already valu- 
able art collection. Key objectives of the initiative 
include taking stock of what the school actually 
owns in the way of original artwork, re-hanging a 
number of the works to emphasize the beauty 
and range of the collection, and developing a 
strategy whereby the condition of the works can 
be preserved or restored so future generations of 
Ridleans can enjoy and appreciate this impressive 
feature of the school. 


The presence of an art collection in a community 
enhances the quality of life for members of the 
community. Such an assertion is supported by 
thousands of years of tradition in which societies 
gathered together artifacts for the purposes of 
preservation. The rise of the democratic nation

Simpson Coburn is a key figure in Canada's pre- 
Group history who was born in Quebec and, after 
having worked as an illustrator in Europe for 
many years, developed a very successful practice 
as a landscape painter in Canada and the US. In 
Ridley's collection is a work that is indicative of 
Coburn's mature Canadian painting style that is 
bathed in bright, cool winter light. 


There are many other notable works in Ridley's 
collection, including a recent addition consisting 
a series of six lithographs by Carl Beam, a First 
nations artist who came to national prominence 
in the 1980's. Much of the art that the school 
owns has been either bequeathed or donated, 
and it is hoped that the collection will continue 
to grow as members of the school community see 
the potential of developing a collection that 
already has a rather substantial base. The key 
challenge ahead is ensuring that the works in our 
care are preserved in a manner that is appropri- 
ate for museum-standard artifacts. 


Emma Leigh, Michael Moulden ‘70 and Brian 
Iggulden ‘67 have been instrumental in suppotrt- 


state in the last three hundred years has created 
the notion that art collections serve the purpose 
of education due to the exemplary standards of 
human achievement exhibited by the work. 
Ridley is a community concerned with achieve- 
ment and the task of inculcating in its members a 
respect for evidence of achievement that embod- 
ies standards of excellence that members of the 
community strive to achieve in their day-to-day 
activities. Through demonstrating care for its col- 
lection of art, the school community communi- 
cates to others that it is up to the task of caring 
for its heirlooms, and, more importantly, that art 
is important not because it is expensive, but 
because it represents human achievement that 
endures and continues to provoke aesthetic 
pleasure and wonder.

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MGI - Gordon Ridley Speakers Series 05-06 


In its inaugural year, the Ridley College Speakers’ 
Series was established to promote the healthy 
exchange of ideas, expose our community (espe- 
cially students) to speakers of renown, and to pro- 
vide a dynamic forum to inspire debate about per- 
ceptions of the world in which we live. 


When Headmaster Leigh asked for “big hairy 
ideas” during the Strategic Plan sessions, the idea 
of the Speakers’ Series was born. In the process it 
came to life with the support of the entire school 
community. In only its first year, the Speakers’ 
Series created a number of firsts on its own. 


It is certain that Ms. Irshad Manji- broadcaster, 
author, and journalist- has been the only speaker 
ever to visit the Ridley campus who has had a 
fatwa (or death threat) issued against her because 
of her political beliefs. Escorting her around cam- 
pus with the aid of bodyguards was certainly a new 
and unique experience for all concerned, adding to 
the excitement and air of anticipation that 
enveloped the school. Despite that, Canada's own 
version of Salman Rushdie gave a great first talk 
(without incident) in a powerful presentation that 
asked us all to ask the questions that matter most. 


Our second speaker, Mr. Tom Clark, in his capacity 
as Washington bureau chief for CTV news, is per- 
haps the only speaker on the Ridley campus to 
have ever interviewed a sitting president - as he did 
so recently with a much-publicized interview at the 
White House with President Bush of the United 
States of America. Tom Clark demonstrated the 
importance of storytelling and how accessible our 
global village has really become. From Brandon to 
Baghdad, the veteran television journalist regaled 
the audience with first-hand accounts of some of 
his most interesting interviews and gave us a 
behind-the-scenes look at the news media. His 
presentation also featured the first father-daughter 
tandem, when daughter Alexandra '06 so eloquent- 
ly introduced him. 


The third and final visit of this year's series was the 
Honourable Frank Iacobucci, a retired Justice of 
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the Supreme Court of Canada - again a first at our 
school. The Supreme Court of Canada has been of 
particular interest to Canadians, especially in the 
last few years, as it has faced calls for reform. 
Justice Iacobucci addressed this fact, and discussed 
some of the important cases that he heard while 
sitting on the bench, demonstrating that the high- 
est court in the land touches all of our lives. 


“Man is by nature intended to live in a polis,” 
Aristotle wrote over two thousand years ago. 
Human beings are social and political beings. We 
can apply Aristotle's ancient observation about the 
polis (or Greek city-state) to our modern concept 
of town, country or even school community. We all 
belong to various organizations (including schools) 
to better ourselves and those around us. That is the 
nature of citizenship - that is the nature of clubs, 
churches, civic associations, and political parties. As 
a people, we are blessed with a great many freedoms, 
with freedom of speech and freedom of assembly 
being at the centerpiece of our democracies. 


The speakers who addressed the Ridley communi- 
ty this year demonstrated the importance of free- 
dom of speech and freedom of assembly. 
Furthermore they were an excellent testimony to 
the power of ideas and the value of the spoken 
word. It was also interesting to note that each of 
our visiting speakers remarked upon the quality of 
questions from the Ridley students during the 
question and answer portion. Great questions, ter- 
rific insights, incredible curiosity - were common 
refrains. 


Finally, the school is greatly indebted to the gen- 
erosity of Crawford '56 and Eve Gordon for their 
financial support of this Speakers' Series, which 
will henceforth be known as the MGI-Gordon 
Speakers’ Series at Ridley College. The 2006-07 line 
up is already taking shape and it is sure to build 
upon the successes of this year, while introducing 
the Ridley community to a fresh group of speakers 
and thinkers who will help inspire us all to greater 
intellectual curiosity.

RIDLEY SWIM TEAM 
CAPTURES CISAA & 
OFSAA BOYS COMBINED 
CHAMPIONSHIP 


This year the first competitive hurdle 
was at the University of Toronto where the 
CISAA Championship was contested in 
February and also served as the only chance 
to do the qualifying times needed for OFSAA. 

We had 27 swimmers representing Ridley. In 
an impressive day of swimming, our senior 
boys team won the championship title and 
our junior boys were second. We were now 
seeing the promise of things to come. 

Between CISAA and OFSAA, we had two weeks to 
make final preparations for OFSAA, which was held at 
the Etobicoke Olympium. Little did we know that this 
would be such a large meet with a total of 1710 swim- 
mers on deck representing 271 schools from across 
Ontario. After losing a few of our strong qualifiers, for 
various reasons, we arrived with fifteen boys and two 
girls ready to create some waves in the pool. 

We knew good things were in store after the first 
race when our four junior lads, Clark Robertson ‘09, 
Andriy Stukan ‘08, Terushige Saito ‘09, and Joel 
Ophardt ‘08 took a full seven seconds off their previous 
best time and ended up qualifying for the consolations 
that afternoon. In the finals, there was more excite- 
ment as they moved up to finish in 14th place and cap- 
tured six unexpected points. 

The next highlight was a gold medal by Ryan 
Forde ‘06 in the 200 Free. Our youngest member of the 
team Clark Robertson claimed 11th place and six 
points while swimming in the consols of the 50 Back. 
The senior boys were not to be outdone and came 
back in the 50 Fly where we qualified both our swim- 
mers, Connor Burns ‘06 and Alejandro Faes ‘07. 
Connor earned 4th and Faes won the consols for 9th 
overall. Coming 4th in a final was a strong incentive for 
future races. 

Still on Day One, it was time for Chandler Rumble 
‘06 to calm the nerves and strike for gold in the 100 
Breaststroke. Girl power was the name of this excite- 
ment as Chandler destroyed the opposition and won 
the final by three seconds over the next fastest com- 
petitor. 

This was starting to be a lot of fun as Michael 
Szpejda ‘08 finally got his chance to step on the blocks 
and show everyone what he had indeed been doing all 
season long in practice as he and his training partner 
Ryan Strum ‘08 had consistently churned up the water 
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in lane 1. His time had come in the 100 Free where he 
did two personal bests on the day and won himself a 
gold medal finishing in a time of 58.65. 

The last event of Day One was very competitive 
and saw our senior boys, Ryan Forde, Dominique 
Nanette ‘06, Alejandro Faes and Santiago Castanedo 
‘06 finish with the silver medal 37/100th of a second 
behind the gold medallists from Mayfield. 

The end of our best first day ever and our fifteen 
boys were in Ist place by 10 points! Ridley was ahead 
of the perennial powerhouses from Mayfield, 
Riverside, Kennedy and Georgetown. The dream was 
taking shape and the team was pumped... 

Day Two started off with five of our junior boys 
swimming the prelim and final to win the gold in the 
Free Relay and lower their best time to date by five 
seconds. Clark Robertson, Joel Ophardt, Terushige 
Saito, Ryan Strum and Mike Szpejda proved to be a 
winning combination. 

Sarah Grys ‘06 swam two events through consols 
and placed 16th (100 Free) and 14th (50 Free). Dudley 
Tyen ‘07 also swam in consols and finished 13th (100 
Free) and 14th (50 Free) while battling with uncooper- 
ative contacts. 

Dominique Nanette overcame his injured right 
hand to earn the silver medal in the 100 Free with a 
personal best 57.00 seconds. 

Another flurry of gold medals as Mike Szpejda 
and Chandler Rumble won consecutive 100 IMs and 
they are quickly followed by Connor Burns bringing 
home the bronze on his 18th birthday and Faes finish- 
ing 7th. The points tally was growing. 

Ryan Strum and Santiago Castanedo came in 7th 
in the 50 Free in the junior and senior events.

Three years ago at a Montreal Branch recep- 

tion Hugh Slater '44 indicated to me his 

intention to provide for Ridley in his estate 

plans. Hugh had been a faithful attendee at 

both our functions in Montreal as well as at 

his class reunions and I knew he thought 

fondly of Ridley. We discussed his intentions, 

the language of the bequest, and various des- 

ignations, which would make a difference to Ridley and our students. 


During his time at Ridley, Hugh was a much-respected athlete and 
teammate. Described in ACTA's report on the first hockey team of 
1943-44, Hugh was a “hard working winger” who played “with more 
than his share of willingness. Played his position well and checked 
back well.” Hugh's teammates included names like Don '44 and Bob 
'45 McFarlane, Bob Stevens '44, Bob Stanley '47, and Ian Reid '44, all 
more than passably effective as athletes as the list included future 
Olympians and Lou Marsh Award winners! Hugh was one of the 
team's top scorers. 


In track, Hugh ran a respectable 440 and in fact was edged out by 
Don McFarlane and John Carlisle in the senior Sports Day. Don, of 
course, is our former Chair of the Board and Canadian Olympian. 


On the football field in the days when the starting 12 remained in the 
field almost the entire game, Hugh was a dedicated spare on first team, 
which won the LBF Championship, and a starter on the 2nd Team.

In November 2005, two 
Ridleians who set records and 
made history in the sport of 
speedboat racing were induct- 
ed into the Canadian 
Motorsport Hall of Fame. 





The late Harold Wilson 
(December 1995) attended 
Ridley from 1926 to 1930, and 
was the first Canadian to win a 
ae | world championship in any 
—e form of motorsport. He won 
| his first speedboat race when 
he was 15 in the 1926 Muskoka 
Lakes Regatta. In 1934, Wilson won his first world championship event. Driving the Muskoka-built Little 
Miss Canada III with his future wife, Lorna Reid, beside him as riding mechanic, he won the 225 c.i. Class 
race at the Canadian National Exhibition. He successfully defended this title in 1935. In 1939, the 
International Motor Yachting Union organized a world championship race in Washington, D.C., for the 7 
Litre Class. Wilson defeated the U.S. entry, Notre Dame, to win the President's Cup and become World 
Champion. After the war, the American Power Boat Association declared the Gold Cup Class for unlimited 
hydroplanes as its top class. Wilson installed a Rolls-Royce Merlin engine in Miss Canada III and with this 
new engine, he set a class speed record of 119.009 mph at Picton, Ont., and won the Silver Cup at Detroit. 
In 1947, Wilson set a North American speed record of 138.865 mph with his powerful Miss Canada IV. 


Harold retired from boat racing in 1950 and went rally driving - he finished second the first two years of the 
Canadian Winter Rally, and second-in-class in the Shell 4000 cross-Canada rally.

Jim Thompson, attended Ridley from 1939 to 1944 and then enrolled at Royal Roads where he graduated as 
a Naval Officer. He then studied engineering at the University of Toronto and business at Western, and had 
an avid interest in unlimited hydroplane racing. As president of the Supertest Petroleum Co., he combined 
the two and established probably the most dynamic marketing and promotional program of the late Fifties 
and early Sixties: Miss Supertest. When fellow CMHF inductee Harold Wilson retired from racing in the 
early 50s, Thompson bought Wilson's Miss Canada IV and renamed her Miss Supertest I. Thus began the 
journey that would ultimately establish a world's speed record and capture the Harmsworth Trophy - 
speedboat racing’s most coveted trophy - three years in succession. Initially, in the Supertest program, all 
the development driving and testing was done by Jim. The result was Miss Supertest II, a Rolls Royce 
Griffon powered hydroplane that broke the world speed recored at 184.495 MPH in 1957 with the late Art 


Asbury driving. Today Jim still takes to the water every summer in a boat he docks in Sarnia. “Eighteen 
>) knots, 24 m.p.h. - that’s my maximum now.”
